1* Reference is cade to your SY memorandum VO/671, dated 1 July 
1957, subject as above, whose name yen desired ch eck ed against the files 
of this office* The files contain the following information cone^miag 
an i nd iv idual who is probably identical with the subject of your request* 

2* A report dated 2 Febru ary 1953* froa an of fi c i al British scarce . 
indicated that Frans Foul HUBER, representative of the AGFA Khnerarork, 
was bom 6 April 1912 in Munich, Germany* In 1953 he was reported to-be 
in Hong Kong. He vae believed to be identical with Frans BUBER, a former 
Gestapo major who served in the Far Hast from 1938-1945, and who, while ■ 
Folios Attache in Shan gh ai, China, from 1942-1945, was reported to have 
specialised in counter-Soviet intelligence (sic)* 



3* A report dated 24 October 1945, from a source who was conoid- 
-v ered fairly reliable, containing information appraised as possibly true, 

' Indicated that one BUSES, probably identical with the Frans Paul PS JBfta 
I mentioned in paragraph 2 above, was the German Police Attach e and Easi 
Standard Lea d e r in Shanghai, China. The exact time of HSBER’s arrival 
in the Far East was net known, but it was known that he was operating as 
^ an agent In Bangkok, Thailand, prior to going to China, probably in July , 
1942. It was believed that he was connected with the Gestapo, rather 
than with tha Abwahr. After the surrender of Germany, EUHKi remained 
active at the German Embassy as Police Attache, and was known to be work- 
ing actively for the Japanese* There was no knowledge that HUBER was 
engaged in esp ionage work, although there seemed to be a possibility that 
he was* HUBER probably carried on propaganda work for the Japanese, and 
it was believed that he was connected with the Japanese Secret Service.

^ organisation, indicated that Police Attache HUBER became a member of the 
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Oernsn Shang hai Office in accordance with Instructions from Berlin during 
1S»3« He was classified as "Special Attache". She Jurisdiction of the 
Police Attache was not clearly defined; however, within the sphere of 
this office fiesta the problems of eligibility for Goman citisenahip, the 
issue of German immigrants, information and investigation of opponents 
to the Hitler regjbse in China within and without the German colony* and 
responsibility for Ccammist intelligence, rawes t? interest was in- 
telligence on Soviet Russia. Bie esrteat of his cooperation and liaison 1 
with the Japanese was not known. 
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
